WASHINGTON, D. C., March A.- Oreat 
Britain's attitude toward the Republics of 
Nicaragua and Venezuela was the subject 
of a prolonged conference at the White 
House between President Cleveland, Secre- 
tary Gresham and Secretary Carlisle. It is 
probable that a communication will be 
cabled to Ambassador Bayard at London to- 
day in regard to the Nicaraguan affair. 
There is reason to believe that in this com- 
munication Mr. Bayard will be instructed 
to ask the British Foreign Office what steps 
Great Britain proposes to take to enforce 
her demands in the event of the failure of 
the Republic of Nicaragua to pay the $75,000 
demanded as indemnity for the expulsion 
of Consul Hatch within the seven weeks 
time fixed by the British ultimatum. 


TO BALK BRITISH GREED. 


Venezuela Can Only Look to This 
Country for Aid. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 21,—The 
Venezuelan incident has taken precedent 
over all the other complications with for- 
eign powers in which this government is 
now involved. It is regarded as much 
more momentous than any other question. 
The question not only involves England and 
the United States, but France and Germany 
also. France does not relish the curt dis- 
missal of her Minister in Caracas, and has 
sent a man of war to take him back. Ger- 
many, ‘too, is preparing to make a naval 
demonstration in Venezuelan waters with 
the purpose of demanding payment of debts 
Aue to her subjects by the Venezuelan Gov- 
erhment..-The administration 4s. erting 
every effort to induce France to desist from 
any action calculated to foment the existing 
excitement and the intervention of Russia 
is to be sought to this end. 

Cabinet officers are reticent on the ques- 
tions at issue, but it transpired that it was 
decided to take whatever preparatory steps 
were necessary to sustain the position of 
the United States on the Monroe doctrine. 
It is perhaps significant that the coaling 
station for ships has been removed from 
Colon to Carthegena, which is twenty-four 
hours nearer to Venezuelan ports, and Ad- 
miral Meade’s fleet is at present contiguous 
to Colon. 

The interest of the United States in the at- 
titude of England will be more intesified 
when it is known that Venuezela is practic- 
ally unprotected against attack by a power- 
ful foreign nation. 

The three chief seaports of Venezuela are 
La Guayra, Puerto Cabello and Maracaibo. 
In the event of an attack by an English 
fleet, the port of Maracaibo would hardly 
come in for consideration, as the shallow- 
ness of the approach to the entrance to the 
Lake of Maracaibo would not permit the 
approach of a fleet. Indeed, only vessels 
drawing ten feet of water can reach the 
city. 

There remain, therefore, only La Guayra 
and Puerto Cabello to be considered. At 
each of these places, vessels of the deepest 


draught can Iie at the public wharves. La 

Guayra is the chief seaport of the country.

The mail of the Missouri Brokerage Com- 
pany has been held up at the Post. Office 
under instructions from Washington. Let- 
ters addressed to the company have also 
been ordered stamped “fraudulent” and re- 
turned to the writers thereof. 

The Missouri Brokerage Company occu- 
pies a well furnished office, room 520, Odd 
Fellows’ building. Im circulars it has been 
sending out it advertises to loan money on 
real estate, collect rents, and also to place 
loans on and deal in stocks and bonds. On 
the door of the office and on the stationery 
of the company the names of the officers are 
given as follows: James Craig, President; 
E. De Foe Townsend, Vice President; W. A. 
Van Zandt, Secretary and Treasurer. Two 

young ladies are kept busy typewriting, 
and a smartly dressed office boy completes 
the ensemble. 

The roll-top desks have a substantial 
business-like appearance, there are no end 
of documents and letters in evidence, and 
altogether a’ favorable impression of the 
magnitude of the business and the re- 
sponsibility of the company is created. 

For several weeks complaints have been 
received from correspondents of the com- 
pany. The tenor of these is that the writers 
have made applications for loans on real 
estate; that they were required by the 
company, as preliminary to the negotia- 
tion of the loan, to send a fee to cover the 
cost of examining the title; that the money 
was sent, and that was the last of. the mat- 
ter.

The Companies Controlling That Trade 
Fail to Agree. 


NEW YORK, March 21.—The prospect of 
the Panama Railroad and Pacific: Mail 
Steamship Company reaching an agreement 
is not so favorable as it was some time ago, 
for the former company has just signified its 
determination not to take the Atlantic ves- 
sels of the Pacific Mail Company under any 
circumstances. The question. was definitely 
settled last night when the Columbian Line, 
which is owne@™Sy the Panama Railroad 
Company purchased outright the three ves- 
sels of the old Bragilian line, the oa, 
Advance and Finante, which the Columbian 
line had merely chart up to this time. 
The Paciflo Mall officläls have been count- 
ing all along u u the Panama road taking 
the former Atlantic fleet, and the delay 
was sup to be due to the action of the 
Panama Canal directors who wished more 
time for the consideration of the proposed 

ment, and from, act that the char-. 
Brazilian line vessels was re- 
art of the proposed deal that the 
Pacific Maii Company should withdraw from 
the Atlantic ser leaving the Columbian 
line in full control of the trade between New 
York and Colon. There was no dispute on 
this point. It was also agreed that the Pan- 
ama Railroad Co y should be accorded 
the right to name Vest bound rates, the Pa- 
cific Mail 9 having that right on 
east bound traffic. All of the main points 
of the alliance, in fact, were, ogneae upon, 
and rates were to be restored to a paying 
basis again.

the Pacific ail vessels on the Atlantic 
and thought that it was simply a question of 
terms. One of the chief objects u 
inst the purchase was that the Pacific 
ail vessels cost a great deal more to oper- 
ate them than the old Brazilian line boats, 
and it was claimed that the future of the 
trade did not warrant the heavy expense.

STRIKES IN AUSTRIA. 


The German Socialistic Party Is Gaining 
Ground. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 21.—Some 
very interesting statistics and facts relative 
to strikes in Austria are furnished to the 
State Department in the shape of a report 


by Max Judd of St. Louis, United States 
Consul General at Vienna. Perhaps the most 
significant fact is the steady increase noted 
in the number strikes in three years 
from 1891 to 1893-—inclusive. Mr. Judd says 
ry. Austrian strikes are in cause and 
ect to those taking place in the ‘United 
States, but are accompanied by less violence 
and are more 1 have a semi- political 
character. The jalists, who are already 
an important political party in Germany, 
are gaining und in Austria, and it is 
the \sadere of this party who in many eases 
instigate the demand for greater privileges. 
There is less vidlence because the police 
promptly check any lawless acts in the be- 
ginning, while the presence of a standing 
army of 360,000 men makes disorder so in- 
effective as to be almost ridiculous. 

The most important concession by the 
Austrian Government to the agitation of the 
labor ort is the law by which employers 
are oblig to continue the wages of their 
employes who are incapable of working on 
account of injuries or sickness. In the last 
year there were 101 strikes for increase in 
wages, seventeen of which were successful, 
forty-three partly so, while forty-one failed 
completely. In twenty strikes against a re- 
duction of wages, ten were successful.
